finitely what they believe or what 
the Bible teaches on any subject. 

The effect of all this on the rising 
generation is disastrous, ‘They see 
the doctrines of all denominations 
discredited in pulpit and pew, and 
especially in the colleges, They per- 
ceive that the Bible is classed with 
the creeds, and is claimed to be 
their foundation. This is the alarm- 
ing mistake. The sooner we get rid 
of the creeds of the Dark Ages, the 
better for us. But if we lose the 
Bible, are we not in “danger of losing 
all that has tended to steady our 
civilization—the foundation of al! 
our faith and hope beyond the pres- 
ent life? 

The majority of mankind, with 
strong animal tendencies which need 
to be curbed, require an incentive 
for that curbing. Such an incentive 
the Bible gives in its promise of 
everlasting life. But the misstate- 
ment of our emeds is, that all have 
eternal Jife without the Life-giver, 
and that the question merely is 
whether we will spend that eternal 
life in joy or in misery. 

This proposition has become so 
transparently illogical that it is gen- 
erally repudiated. Human _ justice 
fails to appreciate as justice at all an 
arrangement which would create a 
raco with the foreknowledge and 
forcintention that nearly all of that 
race would suffer torture throughout 
In proportion as that 
theory advocated in the creeds of the 
Dark Ages is still proclaimed, in 
that sume proportion — inteliigent 
minds repudiate everything, and 
denounce all religious teachings as 
priesteraft, 


The average man needs the Mes- 
sage of life and hope which the 
Gospel holds out for him in the 


future in order to make the trials, 
the discouragements and the 
rows of the present life endurable 
and in order that these may operate

In Kingston, Jamaica, I learned 
that class distinctions, hatred and 
animosity are growing, and that the

Finally the minister of the Angll- 
can Church remarked to the Pres- 
minister and imyseif that 
the secret of the matter lay in the 
fact that L was preaching to the 
people a Gospel of Hope, 1 quite 
agrced with this, and trust that the 
ministers in Kingston may be en- 
couraged to proclaim the same God 
of Love, the same Gospel of Hope 
beyond the grave—a hope for tha 
saintly of becoming joint-heirs with 
Christ in His Kingdom; a hope for 
the remuinder of the ruce, that they

will receive only just and reasonable 
stripes, or punishments for eins, 
proportionate to their wilfulness— 
and that withal the Lord’s arrange- 
ment is graciously to grant all man- 
kind an opportunity of restoration 
to human perfection in a world-wide 
Eden, All this is to be brought 
about through Messiah's Kingdom, 
and that Kingdom is nigh, even at 
the door. i 

The Pastor declared that he well 
understands the attitude of the rich 
and the learned, and how they dis- 
count the prospects of a social revo-, 
lution. Reasoning by analogy from 
the world’s experiences in the past, 
many of the worldly-wise say, ‘We 
are ‘amenable to he Jaws, and the 
laws will uphold us and will take 
care of those disposed to anarchy. 
Revolution may not come; the strug- 
gle may be altogether avoided; but 
if it come to the worst, brains and 
money will eurely rule, If it shall 
be necessary to shoot down in cold 
blood some of the anarchically dis- 
posed, we shall be sorry, but we see 
no other way. We see no reason for 
worry, however, nor for especially 
changing our course, The pages of 
history support us in this view.” 

These able reasoners seem general- 
ly to forget that in one respect tho 
people of the present time differ 
materially from the people of times 
gone by. In olden times the people 
were uneducated, and incapable of 
anything without able leadership. 
Indeed, the few educated ones were 
often honored slaves, possessed of no 
political influence or opportunity. 
All this is changed now. The masses 
tre not only able to read and write, 
and capable of exercising their rea- 
soning faculties, but they are alert 
as never before in the world’s his- 
tory. They, too, are acquisitive and 
ambitious, 

The history of the past has in- 
formed them of how some of the 
greatest estates came into the hands 


of those who now hold them, In- 
stead of being thankful for their 
wonderful blessings and _ privileges, 
they are unthenkiul, unhappy, 


greedy for more, just as are the suc- 
cessful, who have already gotten 
possession of much of the earth, and 
of much of the power to usa it, and 
of the channels of trade, etc. Un- 
restrained by the fears of hell or 
purgatory, which once resteained to 
some extent their forefathers, these 
need the Gospel of Hope—the very 
Message which the Bible provides 
for them. 

The Lord's Gospel of Hope to, the 
world is now due, and all of God's 
people should be prompt to herald 
it. It is this Gospel of Hope for 
humanity that was symbolically re- 
presented in the Jubilee year which 
God provided for typical Israel. As 
at the beginning of that year the 
priests were to announce the Jubilee 
by blowing upon silver trumpets, 80 
now the antitypieal Jubilee—the 
Times of Restitution, Messiah's 
Kingdom—should be announced by 
all the antitypical priests, and will 


be announced by these. Is it asked, 
Who are these antitypical pri 
We reply in the language of S&t. 


Peter, “Yo sre a Royal Priesthood, 
an holy nation, a peculiar people; 
that ye should show forth the praises 
of Him who hath called you out of 
darkness into His marvelous light.” 
-—1 Peter 2:9, s 

In other words, the Royal Priest- 
hood are the true, saintly people o 
God, not of sectarianism and the 
creeds and churchianity. They are 
inot a clerical class, although, thank 
God! some of the clergy may be 
amongst them. We are to remember, 
however, that God never has recog- 
nized the distinction of elergy and 
laity amongst His people. ‘That was 
na human arrangement which has 
done much harm. All of God's con- 
secrated poople are His priests. 

Let me urge upon all the ministers 
and servants of Christ—and that in- 
cludes évery  consecratetT child of 
God—that both the duty and the 

ivilege of blowing the Jubilee 
impets is ours. Whoever recog- 
wes the present situation as we 
have to-day outlined it, must feel 
that the duty is an urgent one. 

Jet us not deny the Lord, either in 
word or doctrine or conduct, but let

It Has Cost British Yachtmen So Far 
About a Million Pounds, i 

The persistency of Sir Thomas Lip-| 
ton in his endeavor to “lift that cup”, 
from the New York Yacht club cer- 
tainly merits success. His Shamrock 
I, was beaten by the Columbia {n 1899, 
Shamrock II, by the Columbia {n 1901 
and Shamrock Ill, by the Reliance tn 
1004. He has had another Shamrock 
since, but he refused to call it Sham- 
rock 1V,, reserving that title for an- 
other challenger, if he should have one 
built, 

His three past attempts to win the 
cup have cost him ‘about £100,000 for 
yachts alone (Shamrocks I, and If. 
£30,000 each and Shamrock IIT £35,- 
000), nnd altogether he has spent on 
the efforts nearly £400,000. Since the 
Americaus won the cup in the race 
around the Isle of Wight in 1851 
twelve attempts have been made to re- 
cover it, at a total cost of about £1,000,- 
000, The cup itself is worth barely £50, 

Sir Thomas Lipton had great success 
during the yachting season last year. 
Out of thirty races in home waters in 
which bis Shamrock took part he won 
twenty-three firsts, and at the interna- 
tional races at Kiel he won six races 
out of eight. 7 

Sir Thomas fs probably the grentest 
elubman jn the world, for he is honor- 
ary member of nearly a hundred clubs 
in America nlone, besides a very grent 
many in Great Britain. Yachting by no 
menns claims all his sporting attention, 
In latter yenrs he bas taken up motor: 
ing. He likes gardening, too. Cricket, 
golf, tennis and bowls also come with- 
in his purview, but he fs not a grent 
theatergoer.—London Spare Moments. 


LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT. 
ae 
Science Hopes to Produce It by the Aid 
of Chemistry. 

Cold ight, produced by chemicals, 
somewhat in imitation of the firefly, is 
not an abandoned fallure, but can be 
looked forward to hopefully because of 
recent progress, according to Professor 
Wilder D, Bancroft of Cornell, In in- 
candescent lamps, such ns ordinary 
electric light bulbs or gas mantle 
lights, the greatest amount of light is 
necompanied by the greatest amount 
of heat, and this method of getting 
light is approaching its greatest pos- 
tible efficiency, he believes, Thus the 
most likely way of getting better light 
is to tackle the problem from the other 
end aud try to get cold light from 
chemicals, which is what the firefly 
does, 

A vast amount of information Is pll- 
{ng up now on the combinations of 
chemicals that will give light when ex- 
cited by other light or heat, for in- 
stance, and from this Information Pro- 
fessor Bancroft has come to the con- 
clusion that, once it is known exactly 
what reactions take place in these so- 
lutions, it will be possible theoretically 
to stimulate these reactions by means 
osher than ght or heat and so produce 
cold light where there is no other 
Nght. “Along this line a revolution in 
Nghting will some day take place,” he 
recently declared.--Saturday Evening 
Post.

VACCINATION FOR TYPHOID. 


Claims That Are Made For the Pre- 
ventive Treatment. 

In the American Magazine Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson, writing about vaccination 
for typhoid, says In part: 

“When we remember that typhoid 
fever causes 35,000 deaths and at lenst 
350,000 cnses of severe illness In the 
United States alone every year and 
that of all our infections it is the one 
most likely to be followed by some per: 
manent damage to either kidneys, 
heart, liver and gall bladder, lungs or 
neryous system it will be seen that 
this comparatively trifling precaution 
is n bealth insurance—indeed, 1 life in- 
eurance—policy of no small value. 

“The only discomfort produced by 
the injection of the typhoid culture Is 
u slight swelling, reddening and Iteh- 
ing at the point of injection, followed 
by a mild feverish attack, with a little 
headache and perhaps backache, which 
are all over within thirty-six to forty- 
eight bours. ‘This is repeated twice, 
inaking three injections in all, at inter- 
vials of about ten days, the resction 
from each injection being progressively 
less, ‘The individual is then practically 
finmune against typhoid fever for at 
least three to five years and probably 
for life, but this last remains to be de- 
termined becnuuse most of the inocula- 
tions so made are not yet older than 
three to five years.”

4,000 ACRES TREATED 


Saskatchewan Has One of the Larg- 
est Farms In Western Canada. How 
Tractors Brought the Land Under 
Cultivation. 


One cf the largest farms in Western 
Canada is that known as the Weitzen 
Farm, situated about ninety miles 
southwest of Saskatoon, and twenty 
miles south of Rosetown, which 1s 
on the Goose Lake branch of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway. The farm 
comprises sixteen sections, or 10,240 
acres, of beautiful undulating prairie 
land with almost unbroken surface, 
free from stone, brush or other ob- 
structions, with a rich chocolate col- 
ored soil several feet in depth, on 
clay subsoil. 

The land was originally purchased 
from the Canadian Northern Railway 
about four years ago by O. O. Win- 
ter, who was for some years super- 
intendent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, with offices at Winnipeg, 
Fort William and Brandon, and later 
general superintendent of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Mr. Winter, with 
friends residing in Minneapolis, or- 
ganized the Weitzen Land and Agri- 
cultural Company, for the purpose of 
putting the lard uncer cultivation 
under his direct management. 

This big farm was first developed 
in 1910, and in order to carry out the 
work with the greatest possible des- 
patch, three big gasoline tractors 
were employed, with an equipment of 
gang plows, packers, discs, steel 
tanks for hauling gasoline and other 
necessary utensils. 

The three engines, each drawing six 
fourteen-inch breaking plows and a 
packer, were kept in constant serv- 
ice day and night, with the result 
that by the first of September the 
virgin prairie, which had for ages 
been the roaming ground of the buf- 
falo, showed tn expanse of 
acres broken up by the plow shares, 

The plows were then replaced by 
six discs, attached to each engine in 
such a manner as to give the upturn- 
ed sod a double stroke, thus pulveriz- 
ing it well and putting the sod in fine 
condition for seeding. The whole 
4,500 acres were treated in this man- 
Ler before the close of the season,

Training with the average boxer Is 
a joke. 'n fact they seldom do any 
real training. Even when they are 
making a bluff at it they do a little 
running in the morning, a little shad- 
ow Loxing in the afternoon. 
thelr so-called training, however, con- 
sists in loafing in the training quart- 
ers and more time is spent in undress-
